It was Jim Stone's con­ 
spicuous leadership in this sort of be­ 
havior that caused his taking off by 
mob violence. 
Mayfield i#as if it were 
in a state of seige. 
Everybody is armed. 
Guards watcli all the roads and inspect 
all trains. 
Yesterday Jim Snet, col­ 
ored, was killed at the depot because he 
would not halt when challenged. 
Sun­ 
day Henry Finley, a negro, was killed 
by masked men, and Monday night Jim 
Stone met the same fate. All were des­ 
peradoes except, possibly, Suet.

houses of negroes that have been burned 
were resorts of the lowest order and 
places of rendezvous for the vilest of the 
vile to plot mischief.

respect to th© Oamerou resolution, the 
insistent efforts of the present adminis­ 
tration, at least, will continue to bo ex­ 
erted in behalf of an autonomous gov­ 
ernment for the Cubans. 
Daring the 
correspondence between this govern­ 
ment and Spain tho Canadian system 
has repeatedly been referred to as a 
model which Spain might do well to 
follow in granting home rule to her 
Cuban colonists. 
The objection, how­ 
ever, has been made, and with some 
reason it in admitted, that a system 
which would work admirably with her 
majesty’s subjects in Canaan, might 
utterly fail if applied to the Cubans. 
That Spain has intimated that under 
certain conditions she would not be 
averse to granting a reasonable meas­ 
ure at home rule to tile Cabana, is be­ 
yond question.

is shown by tho fact that before Stone 
was killed he and other negroes were 
unusually insolent toward white people, 
that they went armed and omitted no 
occasion to provoke quarrels with un­ 
armed whites. 
It was Jim Stone’s con­ 
spicuous leadership in this sort of be­ 
havior that caused his taking off by 
mob violence. 
Mayfield i#as if it were 
in a state of seice. 
Evervbody is armed. 
Guards watch all the roads aud inspect 
all trains. 
Yesterday Jim Suet, col- 
wed, was killed at the depot because he 
would not halt when challenged. 
Sun­ 
day Henry Finley, a negro, was killed 
by masked men, aud Monday night Jim 
Stone met the same fate. All were des­ 
peradoes except, possibly, Suet. 
The 
houses of negroes that have been burned 
were resorts of the lowest order and 
places of rendezvous for the vilest of the 
vile to plot mischief. 
The whites, pa­ 
tience having been exhausted, have de­ 
termined to rid the community of these 
pests. 
From reports it seems likely that this 
race war will become general in west­ 
ern Kentucky. 
There ure indications 
of danger in Groves and Marshall coun­ 
ties. 
The whites are well prepared in 
all this region. 
This fact and the inca­ 
pacity of negroes to organize may pre­ 
vent a serious outbreak. 
Early yesterday a detachment of 30 
whites from Fulton, 80 miles away, 
came iuto the city, armed to the teeth 
and prepared to resist the negroes. 
Eddyville, Kuttawa, Wingo, Prince­ 
ton, Paducah and neighboring towns 
have been asked for aid, aud companies 
are being formed at each of til ©se 
places.

GLYCERINE EXPLOSION, 


Blown to 
Two 
and a Team 
Atoms. 


M ontpelier, Iud., Dec. 24.—A shock 
was felt hero yesterday, which many at 
first 
believed 
was an 
earthquake. 
Houses trembled, window panes were 
broken uud fronts of brick business 
blocks were cracked. 
It was soon dis­ 
covered that the magazine of the Em­ 
pire Glycerine 
company 
about two 
miles north had exploded, 
George 
Hiekok aud Harvey Woods, well ‘‘shot- 
ers” had driven out to the magazine to 
get a load of the flued. 
Just what 
caused the 
explosion will never be 
known, as the men, horse and wagon 
were blown to atoms. 
Those who first 
arrived upon the scene found nothing 
but shreda of flesh and clothing, and 
bits of the wagon scattered over and 
area of IOO yards. 
At the time of the 
explosion there were 800 quarts of gly­ 
cerine in the magazine. 
Where it stood 
was a hole 40 feet in diameter and 1 2 
feet deep. 
Near by wert two smaller 
trenches, marking the position of the 
wagons, which tho ill fated men had 
almost finished loading, judging from 
the large excavations made at these 
places. 
The only semblance to parts of a hu­ 
man body found was a hand, which had 
the bones blown out, and two ribs. The 
frightful force of the explosion was 
shown by one of the wagotitire©, wdiieh 
was found twisted around a sapling 
about 29 feet away. 
The timber, which 
is thick near the place, was either blown 
down or stripped of branches. 
A rail 
fence near by had been reduced to kin­ 
dlings. 
Fortunately the two other magazines, 
but a short distance away, did not ex­ 
plode, else the safety of this city would 
have been threatened.
